GENEVA May 9 (AFP). — 
President Jimmy Carter today 
confirmed U.S. support for the 
idea of a Palestinian “home- 
land” immediately before star- 
ting a projected three -hour me- 
eting here with Syrian leader 
Hafez Assad. 

Speaking to about 500 news- 
men immediately after his ar- 
rival from a seven-nation wes- 
tern economic summit in Lon- 
don, jMr.

The president said in Wa- 
shington on March 16 there 
was a need to provide -“a ho- 
meland for Palestinian refu- 
gees” and it touched off a 
storm in Israel. 

The U.S. President,, looking ' 
very relaxed, said he believed 
that Syria had a major role to 
play in seeking a solution to 
the Middle East problem.

Meanwhile, it was announced 
that Israel plans to establish 
1 10 new settlement in its south- 
ern Negev region and in the 
occupied northern Sinai. 

A ministerial committee app- 
roved a 30 million Israeli po- 
und (about $3 million) budget to 
plan the southern settlement 
project, a government spokes- 
man said. 

While most of the proposed 
settlements are to be built in 
Israel's sparsely populated sou- 
thwest Negev, an unspecified 
number will also go up in the 
Rafiah district in northern Sin- 
ai, captured from Egypt in 1967 
and where about a dozen Isra- 
eli points already exist. 

In a separate development re- 
ports reaching Amman from 
the occupied Arab territories 
disclosed that Arab stores in 
Jerusalem were ransacked by 
Zionist gangsters.

Suarez, Fraga, Carrillo 
will stand in Madrid 


MADRID, May 9 (R). — Prime 
Minister Adolfo Suarez, his bi- 
tter rightwing critic, Senar Ma- 
nuel Fraga, and Communist 
Party leader Santiago Carrillo 
were today listed as Madrid’s 
main contenders for Parliament 
in Spain’s general election on 
June 15. 

The deadline for naming can- 
didates expired at midnight 
last night, with at least 6,000 
people registered to contest 557 
seats in the upper and lower 
houses of the new national par- 
liament. 

Many political party leaders 
chose to stand for parliament 
in Madrid, instead of in their 
hometown. 

Prime Minister Suarez is ru- 
nning with the Democratic Ce- 
ntre Union, a new coalition of 
Christian Democrats, Social De- 


mocrats, Liberals and indepen- 
dents. 

He announced his decision to 
stand for parliament last week 
to bolster the Centrist bloc 
and prevent the rightwing Pop- 
ular Alliance of Senor Fraga, 
a former interior minister, from 
winning the electron. 

The Prime Minister will also 
be aiming to ensure continua- 
tion of his political reforms in 
the new parliament which is 
intended to rewrite the author- 
itarian laws left by late Gen. 
Franco. 

Madrid candidates also inclu- 
de Socialist leaders Felipe Go- 
nzalez and Enrique Tierno Gal- 
van and Christian Democrat 
Joaquin Ruiz Gimenez. 

With Senor Carrillo in the 
Communist Party list for Mad- 
rid are Labour leader MarceKno 
Camacho and economist Ramon 
Tamames. 


4 people killed in fire 
blaze in Amsterdam hotel 


AMSTERDAM, May 9 (R). — 
Four people were killed when 
fire destroyed on hotel accom- 
modating mainly Swedish and 
Spanish tourists In central 
Amsterdam early today, police 
said. 

About 30 of the 100 guests 
at the 120-bed hotel, situated 
on one of the city’s main shop- 
ping streets, were injured and 
taken to hospital, police said. 

Two bodies had been recove- 
red from the blaze, but their 
identity and nationality were 
not yet known. 

Guests jumped from upstairs 
windows into the street to es- 
cape the blaze which swept 
thro ugh the hotel and spread 


to an adjoining bookshop. 

Part of the front of the ho- 
tel collapsed, falling on one of 
the fire engines fighting the 
blaze. 

One of the guests, Mr. Roy 
Acton, of London, told report- 
ers he escaped from the blazing 
hotel by using his bedsheets as 
a safety rope to get down to 
a firsti floor roof from where 
firemen lowered him to the 
ground. 

Mr. Acton, a 39-year-old en- 
gineer, told reporters he was 
asleep in his room on the se- 
cond floor of the hotel when 
the noise of screaming and wi- 
ndows being smashed woke 
him up.

In normally well informed 
circles It- was believed that this 
could come about in July after 
President Carter bad wound 
up his present series of two- 
sided talks with all the Middle 
East leaders involved. 

President Assad who arrived 
in Geneva yesterday, was mea- 
nwhile equally optimistic when 
he talked to newsmen just be- 
fore the talks started. 

“Although it is not always 
wise to say beforehand what 
events will be, I take the risk 
to say that we are optimistic”, 
President Assad said.

U.S., Soviets 
said to favour 
PLO, Israeli 
recognition deal 


GENEVA, May 9 (AFP). — 
The Soviet Union and the 
United States are conside- 
ring the possibility of the 
simultaneous recognition of 
Israel's right to exist by the 
Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation in exchange for Is- 
raeli recognition of the Pa- 
lestinians’ right to a home- 
land, an authoritative U.S. 
source said here today. 

The source was respond- 
ing to reports that Soviet 
Ambassador to Washington 
Anatoly Dobrynin had info- 
rmed the U.S. State Depar- 
tment last Wednesday of 
PLO readiness to accept such 
an exchange. 

The source said that no 
formal communication had 
been received from the So- 
viet Union, but that the idea 
was one which the two Si- 
des bad been discussing. 

The Hearst newspaper 
chain reported that PLO 
leader Yasser Arafat had 
soft sied his position on Is- 
rael following pressure from 
the Kremlin during his Mo- 
scow visit last month. 


Israel loses 
priority for 
. arms supply 


TEL AVIV, May 9 (AFP). — 
The Carter administration has 
decided against putting Israel 
on its fist of priority nations 
for the delivery of sophistica- 
ted arms. Israeli national radio 
reported yesterday from the 
United States. 

The news, which is thought 
to have leaked from talks bet- 
ween State Department offici- 
als and the Israeli Ambassador 
in Washington, Simha Dinitz. 
caused some concern here. 

Israeli officials said that Hie 
United States had a special co- 
mmitment to provide Israel 
with the same kind of arms as 
it delivered to its NATO allies, 
to Japan, Australia and New 
Zealand. 

But U.S. sources quoted by 
the Radio denied that there was 
a commitment arising from Is- 
rael's agreement to pull back in 
the Sinai desert, and said that 
in any case each delivery to 
Israel must be decided separa- 
tely.

Mr. Carter, who was an 
hour and a half behind his 
scheduled take-off for London 
and a meeting tomorrow of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
sation (NATO), had delayed 
long enough to take a work- 
ing dinner with President As- 
sad. 

The Syrian leader told news- 
men who asked whether the 
talks had produced progress 
towards Middle East peace : “I- 
hope so”. 

After dinner Mr. Carter and 
Mr. Assad retired for a brief 
private session before Mr. Ca- 
rter left the hotel where the 
meeting took place. 

Mr. Assad was due to stay 
the night here in Geneva before 
going to Bern tomorrow for a 
luncheon in his honour given 
by the Swiss President Kurt 
Fuergler. 


Mr. Brzezinski told reporters 
following the meetings between 
the two presidents that they 
had discussed details of Middle 
East borders and ways to gu- 
arantee their security. 

The talks also covered the 
nature of the peace sought in 
the Middle East, Palestinian re- 
presentation at a resumed Ge- 
neva Middle East conference, 
and the Palestinian question in 
the context for an overall sett- 
lement, Mr. Brzezinski added. 

The talks were “extremely 
valuable, very informative and 
very friendly”, and the two pr- 
esidents agreed that a new Ge- 
neva conference would have to 
be "well prepared in order to 
succeed”, he said. 

The essential object of the 
meeting was to allow the two 
leaders to establish personal co- 
ntact Mr. Brzezinski added. 
Mr. Carter regarded President 
Assad as a “key participant" in 
the Middle East peace process. 

Asked if he knew whether the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion would be prepared to ac- 
cept U.N. Secretary Council re- 
solution 242 on the Middle East 
and recognise Israel’s right to 
exiscence, in return for a simu- 
ltaneous Israeli recognition of 
the Palestinians' right to a 
homeland, Mr. Brzezinski rep- 
lied. “not at this stage”. 

Observers saw a hint in this 
evasive reply that there could 
be developments in this direc- 
tion soon however. 


Rakah feels PLO would 
agree to establish 
state alongside Israel 


TEL AVIV. May 9 (R). — An 
Israeli Communist Party leader 
who recently met officials of 
the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nisation said today he felt the 
PLO would agree to the esta- 
blishment of a Palestinian state 
alongside Israel on the West 
Bank. 

Dr. Emile Touma and Mr. Uzi 
Burstein leaders of the pro- 
Moscow Rakah Party, told a 
press conference that during 
two days of talks in Prague 
last week the PLO had expres- 
sed “moderate ideas.” 

Mr. Burstein said he felt the 
PLO “would agree to set up a 
Palestinian mini-state on the 
West Bank if Israel withdrew 
to its 1967 borders." 

Israel, which has occupied 
the West Bank since the 1967 
Arab-Israeli war, has refused to 
deal with the PLO, regarding 
it as a purely “terrorist” orga- 
nisation. 

The Rakah leaders said the 
Palestinian delegation included 


Majid Abu Sharar. Secretary 
General of the Fateh Revolu- 
tionary Council, Mr. Issam Abd- 
ul Latir, a member of the Po- 
litical Committee of the Popular 
Front for the Liberation of Pal- 
estine, Mr. Abdulla Horani, Di- 
rector General of the Informa- 
tion and Culture Department 
of the PLO, and Arabi Aouad, 
of the Jordanian Communist 
Party. 

The Rakah members said they 
had agreed with the PLO dele- 
gation that similar meetings 
should be held in the future 
to strengthen contacts between 
the two groups. 

Many leaders of the Israeli 
Communist Party are Jewish 
but most of its members and 
supporters come from Israel’s 
Arab minority which generally 
opposes the government. 

Observers said that the mee- 
ting may have been an attem- 
pt by Rakah to gain support 
from local Arabs in next week’s 
general elections. 


Israeli agent reported 
involved in uranium case 


OSLO, May 9 (R). — An Is- 
raeli agent admitted to Norwe- 
gian police that he took part in 
an operation to divert 210 tons 
of uranium to Israel eight years 
ago, former chief prosecutor 
said here. 

Ex-prosecutor Haakon Wiker 
said in a statement yesterday 
that Israeli agent Dan Aerbel 
volunteered the information to 
police while under interrogation 
here in 1973 in connection 
with the killing of a suspected 
Arab guerrilla. 

The uranium, of a type that 
could be used in making atom 
bombs, disappeared with a West 
German ship that vanished 
while on its way from Antwerp 
to Genoa in 296S. The vessel 
reappeared under a new name 
about a year later - - .without 
the uranium. 

The case of the missing ura- 
nium was disclosed only 9-days 


ago when American Paul Leve- 
nthal raised the matter at a nu- 
clear experts conference in Au- 
stria. 

Since then sources in Bruss- 
els, headquarters of the Euro- 
pean Common Market, have 
said they believe the uranium 
reached Israel. Israel denies 
this. 

Yesterday the Tel Aviv eve- 
ning newspaper Maariv quoted 
Mr. Aerbel as denying any in- 
volvement with the missing ur- 
anium. He believed the Norwe- 
gians were “full of fantasy,” 
Maariv said. 

The newspaper said that Mr. 
Aerbel was commenting on a 
report in the .London Observer 
newspaper. The Observer said 
that a member of an Israeli 
“hit team” responsible for the 
murders of 11 Arab guerrillas 
in Europe had admitted invol- 
vement in shipping the uranium 
to Israel.

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Until peace is reached, the U.S. has 
a contradiction in its M.E. policy that 
is fundamental to its interests 
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ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


EDITOR’S NOTE -- This is the fourth in a series of 
articles on the proceedings of an open discussion bet- 
ween Prof. Malcolm Kerr, Dean of the Division of Social 
Sciences at the University of California, Los Angeles 
(UCLA) and a number of Jordanian intellectuals and 
newsmen. We publish the fifth and closing part to- 
morrow. 


Under the title "Guarantees 
of the Rich People of the 
World,” A1 Ra’i editorially co- 
mments on the economic con- 
ference of the seven richest in- 
dustrial nations concluded in 
London Saturday. The paper 
reviews the decisions voiced in 
the conference and says that 
the seven want to hold other 
nations, especially OPEC natio- 
ns. responsible for the world 
economic crisis. 

This accusation says A1 Ra’i, 
is representative of the seven's 
search for a solution to their pr- 
oblems on the account of the 
developing nations or what is 
called the Third World. 

The paper surveys the eco- 
nomic and political changes 
that occured in the world in 
the last decade and concludes 
that only cooperation can solve 
the world problems of econo- 
mic and political contradiction 
and competition. 

AL SHA’B editorially com- 
ments on the Assad -Carter me- 
eting in Geneva Monday. Un- 
der the title “Future of War 
and Peace", the paper says 
that by Monday night the Arab 
side would have finished exhibi- 
ting its ideas to the American 
president concerning peace in 
the Middle East 

AL SHA'B says that though 
the Palestinian side has been 
away from this "advanced stage 
of efforts" for finding ways 
to the solution of the problem, 
yet its ideas have been repre- 
sented by the three Arab lea- 
ders who talked to Mr. Carter 
so far. namely. His Majesty 
King Hussein, President Assad 
and President Sadat. The three 
leaders have insisted that the 
Palestinians should be represen- 
ted in Geneva from the beg- 
inning up to the end. 

It remains, the paper says, 
for the American leader to ex- 
pose the U.S. view and say 
what its ideas are in relation 
to the problem. 


The paper says that the Mid- 
dle East crisis is the crisis of 
the Israeli occupation of the 
Arab lands. The paper conclu- 
des that the U.S. has to cho- 
ose between supporting the Is- 
raeli occupation or the right 
of the Palestinians to determine 
their own future by themselves 
on their land. Palestine. The 
American attitude is very im- 
portant for the United States 
is the only big power that can 
impose its will on the Israelis. 

AL DUSTOUR Saturday co- 
mments also on the Assad-Car- 
ter talks and says the meeting 
should serve as an opportunity 
for the U.S. to clarify the role 
it planned to play in solving 
the Middle East crisis. 

The paper says “It is noted 
that the meeting was preceded 
a few days ago by an official Is- 
raeli statement . . . affirming 
that Israel will reject all Am- 
erican plans to establish peace 
in the region. 

"The statements also affir- 
med that Israel would not agree 
to setting up a Palestinian state 
on Palestinian soil. 

A! Dustour adds that : It can 
thus be said that the talks bet- 
ween Presidents Assad and Ca- 
rter represent an opportunity 
which should be used by the 
U.S. to clarify, the nature and 
extent of the role it plans to 
carry out in achieving an equi- 
table and total settlement for 
the Arab-Israeii conflict. 

The LLS. should also indicate 
whether it intended “honouring 
and abiding by U.S. resolutions 
in this connection," the paper 
added. 

The paper wonders whether 
the American role would be 
confined to "giving advice" or 
exceed this to taking “positive 
action to check Israel’s stubb- 
ornness and force it to accept a 
just and total settlement in ac- 
cordance with the desire of the 
international community.-”

Mr. Nahhas: There have been 
several reports about contacts 
with the Palestinians and the 
Israeli leftwing and dissident 
intellectuals. What kind of fu- 
ture do you see for this? 

Prof. Kern I . should be in 
favour of this but I don’t see 
that it's going to be funda- 
mental: because if you’re only 
able to reach the most left- 
wing Israelis, I rbean people 
like Matityabu Peled and the 
former director general of the 
Labour Party — I mean these 
people are not without their 
importance, but they're sort of 
a little bit marginal in Israel, 
aren’t they? How are the rest 
of the Israelis going to res- 
pond? They might not have 
much effect. 

Dr. Abdul Rahman : 

We believe right now that 
probably due to domestic 
pressures, and after your ex- 
perience in Vietnam, you’re 
not willing to intervene in the 
area tbe way you did in 1958, 
wben you intervened in Leba- 
non. Do you think there is an 
opportunity for Israel to make 
a come-back as the “police- 
man" who looks after Ameri- 
ca's interests in the area? 


Prof. Kern I think that when 
we think of Israel in the role 
of an . American policeman 
there’s a fundamental prob- 
lem. I personally think Israel 
is not suitable for this role 
because we have too many in- 
terests on the Arab side to al- 
low somebody to go and beat 
the Arabs up on our behalf. 
1 mean what good does that 
do us? 

Arab society as a whole is 
not the enemy of the United 
States, and we don’t want it 
to be, we can’t afford to 

have it our enemy. So instead 
we've got to look for ways 
to reduce the conflict between 
the United States and the 

Arabs as a whole. 

Mr. Tutunji: Perhaps, to take 
a case in point it has been 
argued that the 1967 war which 
resulted in the crushing of 

the Egyptian army and the end 
of all Egyptian aspirations 
or attempts to extend its inf- 
luence to the Arabian Penin- 
sula was indeed in America's 
interest. 

Prof. Kerr: Well some would 
say no, and some would even 
say that it was a sort of a 
miscalculation that the Baath 
Party wasn’t overthrown in 
Syria at the same time. But I 
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think we’d have to discuss 
further the *67, business and I 
would like to point out that 
this kind of strategy - - if we 
assume that this was Israel’s 
role in American eyes -- is a 
dangerous long term calcula- 
tion for the United States. 
What we don’t need is a po- 
liceman, we need better rela- 
tions with the citizens of the 
area, meaning the citizens in 
the Arab countries. 

Mr. Tutunji: I think it has 
been argued that Kissinger’s 
whole Middle East line was 
precisely to stop depending on 
Israel as a policeman and. to 
place his trust in moderate 
Arab governments, and to bo- 
ost the influence of Arabs in 
the region whom the U.S. re- 
gards as responsible partners 
and with whom it can coope- 
rate productively. I think it's 
gotten to the point where Ame- 
rica has made substantial pro- 
gress and it perhaps feels it 
ought to follow it up by secu- 
ring an Arab-Israeii agreement 
because the Arabs are being 
insistant on this point. 

Prof. Kerr: I agree with you 
entirely. And I feel that tills 
was basically Kissinger's con- 
session. After all, cooperation 
with Arab governments is co- 
nditional. So now we've got to 
make a payment, so to speak. 
And until we get that agree- 
ment, if we can ever get it, 
we still have a contradiction 
in our Middle East policy that 
is fundamental to our intere- 
sts. If we agree that Israel is 
losing its role as a policeman 
in the area, I think that this 
is very dangerous you know, 
because really the Israelis are 
very adventurous, and they 
might actually try to regain 
that role. This could take the 
form of a pre-emptive strike, 
so as to prove to the United 
States that it is capable of 
securing the United States’ in- 
terests. To be more specific, 
what would be the American 
reaction if such a thing hap- 
pened, if Israel were to strike; 
let us assume that Israel were 
to seize in one way or another 
one of the oil wells somewhere 
in the Gulf. 

Prof. Kerr : I find it possible 
to think of this happening on- 
ly in certain more specific con- 
texts. As to how the United 
States would react, I think this 
will depend very much on the 
scenario -- just under what 
circumstances such action was 
to take place. 

It seems to me that there 
would be two different logical 
possibilities, one of them being 
that the United States has had 
a falling out with the Arab mo- 
derates, or maybe the Arab 
moderates have disappeared 
and we have only Arab mili- 
tants, and then we could re- 
vert to this idea of the Israeli 
policeman, and Israel might 
carry out a pre-emptive strike 
with some kind of American 
acquiescence, either tacit or 
not so tacit. We could all ima- 
gine such a scenario, after an- 
other Arab-Israelt confronta- 


tion, followed by another oil 
boycott, with Israeli then sen- 
ding some troops to Saudi Ara- 
bia or Kuwait. 

The other possibility that 
comes to mind is that Israel 
would carry out such a strike 
after she had a quarrel with 
the United States. Let’s suppose 
that the United States has co- 
me to the position where she 
accepts the negotiating position 
of the Arabs, and the Israelis 
are resisting, and the United 
States tries to bring pressure 
on Israel. The Israelis, trying 
to escape that pressure, could 
then conceivably cany out a 
pre-emptive strike in order to 
change the whole game. 

Mr. Hamad : Excuse me. 

Have you heard of the press 
conference given by Mordechai 
Gur (it was in January, I be- 
lieve). He said that Israel had 
done much for the United Sta- 
tes in return for the military 
assistance it had received. 

Prof. Kerr : It sounds exactly 
like the sort of thing he would 
say. I am not surprised he 
would say such a thing. 

Mr. Hamad : This confirms 
that Israel is acting as a police- 
man... 

Prof. Kerr: Not necessarily. 

I mean, number one, this could 
simply be an Israeli attitude, a 
kind of self assertion or arro- 
gance or ins is tan ce on their 
point on view or something like 
that. I mean every country 
wants to Insist that it's not 
dependant on another country. 

Mr. Hamad : He said in re- 
turn for this assistance we have 
secured full-fledged American 
influence in the Arab World. 

( Editor's Note: Mr. Gur said 
on Jan. 14 that during the 
1973 war. after Israeli for- 
ces had penetrated both 
Egyptian and Syrian terri- 
tory “there was full reali- 
sation In Washington . . . 
that America's position had 
been greatly bolstered by 
the fact ... It was realised 
that a situation of flux 
would allow the U.S. to 
strengthen its overall posi- 
tion in the Arab World.") 

Prof. Kerr: Still, you see, I 
don’t think that we can leave 
it to the Israelis to define what 
they mean to us. 

Dr. Mahafzah : This may 
ignore the role of Zionist pres- 
sure in the U.S. and we 
know that probably the assis- 
tance of the United States to 
Israel is mainly due to that 
pressure rather than it being 


His Highness Prince Hassan is in the 
process of touring industrial firms in 
Jordan. These are fact-finding tours, 
where managers have the opportunity 
to spell out their problems and needs. 

No doubt the whole economic cli- 
mate in Jordan is conducive to industry. 
Yet this does not nullify the existence 
of certain hurdles that are surmount- 
able. 

For instance, energy is a problem 
particularly in the places where indust- 
ries are located. It is sad to see indust- 
ries popping up here and there with 
no utilities or services. Once sufficient- 
ly large numbers of firms are there, ser- 
vices begin to follow. The more app- 
ropriate state of affairs is that services 
and energy lead industries and not fol- 
low them- 

The second problem is protection 
from foreign competition. This is com- 
mon to all newly-developed countries 
where the new rising class of indust- 
rialists push for high tariff walls in 
order to allow their infant firms to 
stand firm on the ground. 

However, the situation in Jordan 
can be paradoxical, because many a 
time you find an affluent person own- 
ing large equity in industry while he is 
running a lucrative import trading busi- 
ness. These people wear two hats. As 
importers, they sneer at tariffs and ac- 
cuse the government of inflation. As 
industrialists, they demand protection. 
These tariff-no tariff entrepreneurs are 
quite a few. 

Yet the hope -- the real hope -- 
lies in the young and energetic entre- 
preneurs. They are real entrepreneurs 


in the Schumpeterian sense. They 
novate, take risks, are noh-confonnJffl 
and full of guts. These -owner-managsrj 
will soon be strengthened by anotf& 
class of managers who will ulttin«£g 
have to take over already existing 'fkm 
that are toq complimated to be run 
traditional importers. 

The problem of tariffs can be quit* 
sensitive because Jordan, is largely 
importing country. However, we i 
not let our industry down by ove 
posing it to too much competition; 
balanced formula should be found, a 
it can be one where industry can gro* 
without diminishing the Treasury’s «£ 

sets. . 7^ 

The days of strict import-substitu- 
tion industrialisation are almost 
and even the topic is scratched _ 
economics* text-books. Jordan, in effect 
must embark on a serious export-^, 
couragement policy. The Arab 
world climate is quite hospitable 
any any move in the proper din 
is now worth ten times as much as 
would be later.

SYDNEY, May 9 (R). — Air 
traffic controllers voted yes- 
terday to extend until next 
Friday a strike which has clo- 
sed all Australian airports and 
disrupted travel plans of ab- 
out 150,000 domestic and in- 
ternational passengers. 

Prime Minister Malcolm 
Fraser’s cabinet, meeting in 
emergency session, decided to 
refer the strike to the coun- 
try’s arbitration commission 
which handles industrial dis- 
putes. 

Transport Minister Peter 
Nixon told reporters the gov- 
ernment wanted the case to 
be settled on its merits, with- 
out taking into account incon- 
venience to people. 

The controllers want a 36 
per cent pay rise to bring their 
salaries into line with those 
of airline pilots. They say their 
responsibilities are the same. 

The strike started last Fri- 
day night and was originally 
intended to last 46 hours, but 
the controllers voted Sunday 
by 421 to 363 to prolong their 
walkout

Australia’s international air- 
line, Qantas, was the hardest 
hit of the overseas carriers. It 
already has a backlog of ab- 
out 20,000 passengers. 

A Qantas spokesman said 
another 2,500 passengers a 
day would be affected by the 
strike’s extension. 

British Airways, another 
major carrier to Australia, ex- 
pects to have a backlog of 
about 10,000 passengers by 
Friday. Other international air- 
lines like Pan-Axn, Alitalia and 
Air France also have many 
stranded passengers in Aust- 
ralia and overseas. 

The major domestic airlines, 


TAA and Ansett, are to ask 
the arbitration commission for 
permission to stand down most 
of their employees. 

In a joint statement they 
said the strike would cost 
them 54 million (2,650,000) a 
week in wages. 

A British Airways spokes- 
man said the strike was cost- 
ing international airlines ab- 
out 5100,000 each a day. 

The spokesman said the ef- 
fect would be felt on routes 
in South East Asia, the Middle 
East and Europe because many 
airlines on their way to and 
from Australia picked up pas- 
sengers for short journeys.

North's decision to jump 
to four spades does not meet 
with our approval. Despite 
the fact that he holds five 
trumps, he has a balanced 
hand with only one ace and 
not even a king. A free bid 
of two spades would have 
adequately expressed the 
value of the hand. As the 
cards lie. East- West' would 
have made four hearts with 
ease, and five hearts would 
have been a good sacrifice. 

Against five spades West 
made his normal lead of the 


jack of hearts. Declarer call-, 
ed for dummy's ace and East 
encouraged with the seven. 
A trump to the lung lost to 
the ace, and West had to de- 


cide to which suit to shift. He 
guessed wrongly, leading 
the jack of dubs. Declarer 
won, drew trumps and dis- 
carded all of dummy’s dia- 
monds on his clubs. Making 
six-odd. 

East has a chance to direct 
the . defense to the winning 

path. It was obvious that de- 
clarer could hold no more 
than one heart, so on the 
first trick East should have 
followed with the queen of 

hearts— clearly a suit pref- 
erence signal asking for a 
switch to the higher-ranking 

side suit, in this case, dia- 
monds. 

However. West is not 

blameless. He could have 
held up the ace of spades for 
one round. If declarer plays 

a second round of trumps, 
East will be able to signal for 
a diamond shift. If declarer 


starts to run clubs, West will 
‘be able to ruff the third; 
round and the diamond shifti- 
wili be obvious.

TEL AVIV, May 9 (R). — Seventy-two per cent of Israelis 
questioned last week in a national poll opposed the creation 
of a Palestinian state “even if it were federated with Jordan,” 
it was announced yesterday. 

The authoritative Public Opinion Research Institute (PORI) 
said the figure was the highest yet in a series of similar polls 
held since the 1973 Middle East war for the independent 
newspaper, Haaretz. 

The previous average had been Just over 60 per cent, PORI 
said. 

The latest poll showed that 18 per cent supported the es- 
tablishment of a Palestinian state, while about 3 per cent 
said they would back it if “certain adjustments” were made 
in Israel’s borders. The remaining 7 per cent had no opinion 
on the subject, PORI added. , 

The Israeli government has opposed the setting up of an 
independent state in the occupied West Bank. It maintains 
that the Palestinian question must be solved “within the frame- 
work of a peace settlement with Jordan.”

France wins Eurovision Song Contest

LONDON, May 9 (R). — 

France won the Eurovision 
Song Contest here Saturday 
night with "L’Oiseau et 
1' enfant” (the bird and the 
child), sung by Miss Marie 
Myriam. 

More than 200 million tele- 
vision viewers in 28 countries 
watched Miss Myriam wipe 
tears from her eyes as juries 
in the 18 competing countries, 
linked to London, voted her 
the winner. 

The United Kingdom came 
second and the Irish Republic 
Third. 

The win virtually guarante- 
es instant stardom to the 
French singer, who delighted 
the audience at the suburban 
Wembly Conference Centre 
with her ballad. 

Not only the winner but, 
judging by past contests for 
some of the other performers, 
she can expect to reap big 
finandal rewards. 

Apart from the viewers who 
saw the show live, up to 300 
million outside Europe will see 
recorded versions. 

This year’s contest was al- 
most cancelled when British 
cameramen threatened not to 
transmit the show in support 
of a pay claim. 

But after withdrawing as 


hosts of the competition the 
British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion (BBC) finally took it on 
again when the cameramen ag- 
reed to put their case to an 
independent tribunal. 

The contest which British 
critics love to hate has this 
year had at least the usual 
amount of controversy. The 
Belgian group Dream Express, 
with their song “A million in 
1,2,3,” were reported to have 
been instructed to change their 
costumes because they were 
see-through. 

Pre-show anxieties that po- 
litics might intrude proved 
groundless. 

The Austrian group Schmet- 
terlinge (butterflies), who had 
interrupted a Berlin television 
show to urge workers to at- 
tend a May Day rally, simply

# ABIDJAN, Ivory Coast. May 9 (AFP). — United States 
ambassadors to African countries began a conference here 
today under the chairmanship of Assistant Secretary of State 
for African Affair William Schaufele, with senior State De- 
partment officials attending. Washington's U.N. Ambassador 
Andrew Young is scheduled to arrive tomorrow. About 100 
American diplomats are taking part. The conference is to 
review U.S. policy in Africa, sources said. 

$ TEL AVIV May 9 (Agencies) — Israel has decided to move 
several major armament factories and military suppliers to 
the southern Naqab (NEGEV) and northern Galilee regions. 
An official source said the decision had been taken within 
the framework of a “population dispersal programme” for 
the whole territory, rather than following any principle of 
centralisation on the coastal region. The move will cost an 
estimated 2,000 million pounds (about $220 million) and will 
take between seven and eight years. Meanwhile, an Israeli firm 
yesterday announced plans to produce helicopters both for the 
local market and for export. The firm is Israel Aircraft Indust- 
ry GAD. which already manufactures the Kflr fighter plane 
and other aircraft, Gabriel sea-to-sea missiles and Shafrir air- 
to-air missiles. IAI Director A1 Shwimmer said his firm was 
studying the Israeli air farce's need for a locally-produced 
helicopter and marketing prospects abroad. 

NARITA, Japan. May 9 (R). — Some 400 people were re- 
ported injured here yesterday when leftwing radicals hurling 
petrol bombs battled with riot police in demonstrations against 
the new Tokyo International Airport. The clashes erupted 
after almost 4,000 fanners, leftists and other protesters, facing 
an equal number of police, met for a rally following the demo- 
lition last Friday of steel obstacle towers they had built in 
1971 and 1972 near the airport’s main runway. 

& NEW DELHI May 9 (R). — A former cabinet colleague of 
Mrs. Indira Gandhi and four ex-members of parliament were 
among nine people who resigned yesterday from Mrs. Gandhi's 
Congress Party. Mr. Dinesh Singh, minister in former Prime 
Minister Mrs. Gandhi's cabinet until 1971, and the others said 
in their resignation letter they were quitting the party because 
it was moving away from its basic policies and programme. 

# TOKYO, May 9 (R). — A 25-year-old American yesterday 
tried to hijack an airliner and make it fly to Moscow by seizing 
a woman passenger and holding 3 razor at her neck. But 
cabin crew managed to overpower him, and last night he was 
in police custody. It happened as an American Northwest 
Airlines Jumbo jetliner was flying from Tokyo to Honolulu 
with 248 passengers and a crew of 14. Police said Mr. Bruce 
Trayer, from Wisconsin, took a Japanese woman passenger 
as hostage, held a razor to her neck as she sat in' front of him. 
and demanded that the plane should go to Moscow. After he 
had been overpowered, the plane flew back to Tokyo and 
police detained Mr. Trayer.
